good time on 
Boston Common

S we near 
Halloween, 
our imagi- 
nations run 
wild with 
the thoughts of ghosts and 
goblins around every dark 
corner, 

Even the most staunch, 
non-believer has a hair or 
two raised on their neck 
when faced with a visit to 
a darkened cemetery or 


neglected, old house on or 


about the date of Oct. 31. 

Although some are afraid 
of the unknown afterworld 
of ghosts, few of us have 
actually seen a ghost, and 
still fewer are willing to 
visit the many haunted 
houses, inns and museums 
that historic New England 
has to offer. 

For those mildly inter- 
ested in the thought of 
having a spector sighting, 
but not brave enough to go 
into the confines of a 
known haunted structure, 
you can try your reluctant 
ghost hunting luck at a 
rather unsuspecting and 
common place. 

What more common place 
to take in a fright or two 
than Boston’s most com- 
mon place, that of course 
being Boston Common. 
‘Surprisingly, this open 
and friendly park area 
that has been used as a 
gathering place for cen- 
turies in the City of Boston 
is also a hotbed for para- 
normal activity. 

Despite its rolling green 
grass and shady trees, 


there is a conspicuous lack - 


of blooming flowers in the 
Common. 

Some believe that no fes- 
tive or happy plantlife can 
thrive in the Common be- 
cause of the negative ener- 


gy and history that may 
surround the area. 

During the Puritan times, 
an unknown number of 
criminals, pirates, desert- 
ers, and of course, witches, 
were executed in the Com- 
mon. 

Most were thought to be 
hung at the Common’s fa- 
mous Great: Elm, also 
known as the hanging tree 
or the gallow tree. 

Many of the remains 
from these hangings are 
thought to be buried in ran- 
dom areas of the common, 
unmarked and to be forgot- 
ten forever. 

The ghosts of these vic- 
tims are rumored to be 
seen still hanging from 
trees on occasion, and 
bustling about, especially 
at this time of year. 

The original Great Elm 
tree was destroyed in a 
storm during the winter of 
1876. The spot where the 
tree stood is now com- 
memorated with a plaque 
marking the place where 
the Sons of Liberty often 
met. Not a word of the 
marker mentions the 
tree's more sinister past, 
which took place long 
before the Revolutionary 
War during the time of the 
Salem Witch Trials. 

Most who were said to 
have been hanged there 
were often accused of ri- 
diculous and unfair char- 
ges, and given unfair, one- 
sided trials, such as the 
fate of the Salem Witches. 

One such victim was 
Irish immigrant Ann “Goo- 
dy” Glover, who was over- 
heard. speaking in her na- 
tive language of Gaelic, 
and accused of speaking in 
tongues and casting evil, 
bewitching spells. 

Because she spoke in 
broken English, she stam- 
mered when asked to say 


the Lord’s Prayer on the 
stand, and was found guil- 
ty of witchcraft and hung 
at the Great Elm. 

Although exonerated from 
all charges in 1988, she is 
still rumored to haunt the 
grounds and many have 
heard her gaelic laugh and 
angry screams around the 
Common. . 

The victims of the gallow 
tree are buried in un- 
known graves throughout 
the Common, but there is 
a known mass grave site 
that was unearthed in 1895 
during the excavation of 
the Green Line’s Boylston 
Station. 

The remains of over 100 
bodies were found in the 
southern corner of the 
common, and as construc- 
tion of the Greenline sta- 
tion progressed, an esti- 
mated 900 to 1,000 shallow 
graves were ‘found be- 
neath the Boylston Mall. 

It is believed that the 
Boylston Street Station 
area was once a burial 
ground for the British dur- 
ing the Revolutionary War. 

Haunting legend has it 
that one such Redcoat now 
regularly haunts this busy 
Greenline Station. 

The Boston Common is 
also home to a known ce- 
metery called the Central 
Burying Ground. 

Located across from Em- 
erson College, this burial 
plot was designated for 
mainly paupers that could 
not afford a proper funer- 
al. 

However, several well 
known names, such as 
composer William Bil- 


. lings and artist Gilbert 


Stuart share their final 
resting place at the Cen- 
tral Burying Ground. 

The Central Burying 
Ground is thought to be a 
favorite hangout spot for

the paranormal, with many 
sightings of various entities 
reported in the cemetery. 

Visitors regularly report 
shadowy dark figures lur- 
king near the trees, and 
visitors,often complain of 
being poked and touched 
when no one was near. 

There have also been re- 
ported sightings of a wo- 
man with long, red hair 
who appears and disap- 
pears in random spots in 
or near the cemetery. 

In front of the Massa- 
chusetts State House sits a 
bronze statue of one of 
several anti-Puritan mar- 
tyrs persecuted in the Bos- 
ton Common for their reli- 
gious beliefs. 

Mary Dyer was one of 
the first settlers of Boston 
and was an outspoken crit- 
ic of the Protestant Puri- 
tans in 1634. 

After several attempts by 
the church to silence her 
by exile and attempted 
hangings, she was finally 
hanged for her Quaker 
teachings in 1660. 

It has been said that her 
ghost is seen wearing a 
colonial dress and can be

The western North Ca- 
rolina Highlands and the 
village of Cashiers (pro- 
nounced cash-erz) are a 
destination worth seeking 
out should your travels take 
you to the Georgia-North 
Carolina border. Nestled in 
the Blue Ridge mountains, 
the area is a popular vaca- 
tion area for golfers, hikers, 
and boaters, filled with 
artists, music, craft food 
and beer trails. 


A centerpiece of the com-: 


munity of Cashiers is its 13 
acre green, a park created 
in 1992 to preserve the her- 
itage of Cashiers and pro- 
vide a space for civic and 
cultural activities. On a re- 
cent visit, the annual Leaf 
Festival was buzzing with 
nearly 100 artisans show- 
casing their handiwork. 
Walking paths and out- 
door sculptures dot the

thoughtfully landscaped 
park. Bluegrass music wafts 
in the air. The Green hosts 
a farmers market, a story 
walk, and is the site of fun 
runs and festivals all year 
long. Located in Jackson 
County, Cashiers is a hub 
for antiquing and shopping 
as well. . 

The area sits in the Nan- 
tahala National Forest 
which covers a half million 
acres next to the Great 
Smoky Mountains. White- 
water Falls is near Cash- 
iers and the Whitewater 
River is a popular rafting 


_ and fishing destination. 


Privately owned Lake 
Toxaway is nearby, the 
largest man-made lake in 
North Carolina. 

Another feature of interest 
is the Bartram Trail; a 110 
mile historical trail through 
the Blue Ridge mountains 
of Georgia and North Ca- 
rolina. The trails namesake 
is American naturalist Wil- 
liam Bartram, who docu- 


boasts nearly 100 artisans each fall.

mented plant and animal 
species as he traveled the 
area from 1773-1777. 

Over 200 species that 
were previously unknown 
were recorded by Bartram. 
Bartram was also known 
for his contact with indige- 
nous peoples of the area. 
He documented villages 
and customs from some of 
the most remote reaches of 
the forest. 

His book, Bartram Tra- 
vels, is available through 
the Library of Congress 
website to view. It contains 
his sketches of plants and 
animals and is considered 
a classic work of Ameri- 
can anthropology, geogra- 
phy, and natural history. 

Also in the area is The 
Bascom Center for the Vi- 
sual Arts, a fantastic and 
free art museum and 
sculpture park worth visit- 
ing in Highlands, North 
Carolina. Showcasing the 
works of regional artists, 
this free gallery and cul- 
tural center is a delight, 
nestled at the base of the 
foothills. ~ 

Taking its cue from tradi- 
tional barn design, the 
property consists of the 
main building and several 
outbuildings devoted to 
sculpture and other forms 
of art on its six acre prop- 
erty. A nature trail follows 
the edge of the property, 
dotted with sculptures that 
blend into the landscape. 

While fall is a beautiful 
season to enjoy the moun- 
tains of Western North 
Carolina, any time of year 
would be worthwhile to 
experience the slower pace, 
friendly charm, and soak

STOW — State Fire 
Marshal Jon M. Davine 
today announced that the 
Department of Fire Ser- 
vices will begin tracking 
fires involving lithium- 
ion batteries, which are 
increasing in frequency 
nationwide and have kil- 
led more than a dozen 
people in New York City 
this year. 

“Across the country, and 
most visibly in New York 
City, fires caused by or 
involving lithium-ion bat- 
teries are on the rise, and 
often with deadly conse- 
quences,” State Fire Mar- 
shal Davine said. “One of 
the greatest challenges in 
addressing the increase 
in these fires is quantify- 
ing them. We are launch- 
ing a new effort to gather 
more and better data on 
lithium-ion battery fires 
in Massachusetts.” 

Massachusetts fire de- 
partments report their 
fire data to DFS using the 
Massachusetts Fire Incid- 
ent Reporting System 
(MFIRS), which mirrors 
the National Fire Inci- 
dent Reporting System 
(NFIRS). The NFIRS tool 
gathers data on battery 
fires but does not distin- 
guish between various 
types. Fires may also be 
coded by the type of 
device rather than the 
type of battery, missing 
the factor that makes li-

thium-ion battery fires 
particularly dangerous. 
To address this, the Mas- 
sachusetts State Police 
Fire & Explosion Investi- 
gation Unit assigned to 
the State Fire Marshal’s 
office will now gather 
certain additional infor- 
mation whenever they re- 
spond to fires that may 
involve lithium-ion §bat- 
teries. This will include 
the make and model of 
the device, where it was 
purchased, whether it was 
charging at the time of 
the fire, and information 
on the battery itself. 
Because the great ma- 
jority of fire investiga- 
tions in Massachusetts 
are undertaken by muni- 
cipal fire departments 
without state assistance, 
State Fire Marshal Da- 
vine has requested that 
local fire investigators 
gather the same _infor- 
mation. Toward that end, 
DFS has created a check- 
list known as the Form 
FP-031 to assist them in 
gathering this detailed 
information. This check- 
list, which has been sent 
to the chiefs of all of 
Massachusetts’ fire depart- 
ments and posted to the 
DFS website, was first 
announced Friday at a 
lithium-ion battery fire 
‘symposium hosted at DFS 
headquarters in Stow. 
“We believe these bat- 


teries are underreported 
as a factor in significant 
fires,” -said State Fire 
Marshal Davine. “More 
comprehensive data will 
help the fire service gauge 
the true scope of the is- 
sue and help guide future 
regulations and legisla- 
tion.” 

Lithium-ion _ batteries 
power everything from 
small devices like e-ciga- 
rettes and smartphones 
to scooters, e-bikes,; and 
electric vehicles. If they 
are overcharged or abused, 
they can fail rapidly and 
without warning. A lithi- 
um-ion battery that goes 
into thermal runaway will 
erupt in an explosion of 
toxic gases and flames 
that will ignite nearby 
furnishings. Water and tra- 
ditional fire extinguishers 
are significantly less ef- 
fective against burning 
batteries. 

State Fire. Marshal Da- 
vine offered the follow- 
ing safety tips for pre- 
venting lithium-ion bat- 
tery fires: 

Be sure you have work- 
ing smoke alarms instal- 
led on every level of your 
home. 

Use only the original 
equipment manufacturer’s 
batteries and charging 
equipment. Aftermarket 
or generic batteries and 
chargers may be cheaper 
but are more likely to pose

a burn, fire, or explosion 
hazard. 

Store scooters and e- 
bikes outdoors if possible. 
If you must store them in- 
doors, keep them and 
their batteries clear of 


‘ doors, windows, and stair- 


ways. 

Charge the battery di- 
rectly from a wall outlet, 
not an extension cord or 
power strip. Place it on a 
hard and stable surface, 
not a bed, couch, or pillow. 

Charge only one battery 
or device at a time and 
unplug it’ when it’s fully 
charged. Don’t allow a 
charged battery to con- 
tinue charging. 

If you notice changes to 
the battery or the device, 
including damage, an un- 
usual odor, a change in 
color, too much heat, 
change in shape, leaking, 
smoking, or not keeping a 
charge, stop using it right 
away. 

If and when it’s time to 
dispose of the battery, don’t 
put it in the trash. Lithium- 
ion batteries should be re- 
cycled, and you can find 
a location to take them 
at https://www.call2recy- 
cle.org/locator/.

Bill to help close gender, race pay gap passes House

BOSTON — On Wednes- 
day, Oct. 4, 2023, the Mas- 
sachusetts House of Rep- 
resentatives passed the 
Frances Perkins Workplace 
Equity Act. This bill re- 
quires employers with 25 
or more employees to dis- 
close a salary range when 
posting a position. 

This protects the right of 

* employees to be informed 
* of the salary range of open 
' positions in the workplace, 
| and is named after the first 
' woman to serve as USS. 
' Secretary of Labor, Boston 
native Frances Perkins. 

The bill was passed in an 
effort to help:close the gen- 
der and racial wage gap in 
Massachusetts. 


According to the Boston 
Women’s Workforce Coun- 
cil, in Greater Boston, the 
gap for women on average 
was 30 cents compared to 
what men earned in 2021. 
The gaps for Asian women 
and American Indian/Alas- 
kan Native women were al- 
so 30 cents. 

Native Hawaiian/Pacific 
Islander women experien- 
ced a 37 cents wage gap, 
and the gap for Black and 
Latina women was even 
more drastic with a differ- 
ence of 51 and 55 cents 
compared to men’s wages. 

“Gender and racial wage 
gaps in Massachusetts re- 
main unconscionably high 
at 18 percent and 25 per- 
cent, respectively. This bill 
would greatly advance 
equitable, merit-based pay 


and level -the negotiating 
playing field for job candi- 
dates. We need to support 
workers by creating a more 
open and inclusive work en- 
vironment,” said State Rep- 
resentative Tram T. Nguyen 
(D-Andover/Tewksbury). 

The Frances. Perkins 
Workplace Equity Act also 
requires employers with 
more than 100 employees to 
share their federal equal 
employment opportunity 
reports with the Executive 
Office of Labor and Work- 
force Development. 

This information would 
then be aggregated and 
published to help identify 
gender and racial wage 
gaps by industry. 

In a statement provided 
by Rep. Nguyen, she thank- 
ed Speaker Ron Mariano 


JOB MART 
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and Chair Josh Cutler for 
their leadership and the 
Wage Equity Now Coalition 
for their robust advocacy 
with regards to passing 
this bill. 

The bill was sent to the 
senate for their considera- 
tion after passing in the 
House 148 to 8. 

According to the National 
Women’s Law Center, if 
passed and signed into law, 
Massachusetts will be the 
llth state to mandate pay 
transparency by requiring 
employers to disclose sa- 
lary ranges.

Cradles to Crayons, a non-profit organ- 
ization which provides basic essentials to 
children from birth to 12 years old, re- 
cently added a dropbox to a location in 
Wilmington at 1 Avalon Drive, off Ballard- 
vale Street in the area of I-93. 

The organization seeks clothing, espe- 
cially winter coats and shoes. They’ll also 
take diapers, wipes and children’s books. 

It’s a national organization based out 
of Massachusetts, with a factory in New- 
ton where they receive all the donations 
for packaging and shipping to those in 
need. Cradles to Crayons also runs facto- 
ries in Chicago, Philadelphia, New York 
City, and the Bay Area in San Francisco. 

In just over 22 years, said Boston Ex- 
ecutive Director Aubrey Henderson, they 
have supplied more than 4.5 million pack- 
ages of basic essentials like clothing, 
shoes, diapers and school supplies to chil- 
dren who don’t have access to these crit- 
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and was a volunteer for the previous 10 
years with her children, said she loves the 
organizations mission of helping children 
in need. 

With factories all over the country, the 
organization continues to grow. Hender- 
son even said they’re not done expanding 
(though couldn’t get into too much detail 
about future plans). In Massachusetts at 
least, they’ve about doubled their amount 
of dropboxes from 15 to 30 (including the 
newest one in Wilmington, plus one in 
Winchester at the Lincoln Elementary 
School). 

Unlike some other companies, Hender- 
son said Cradles to Crayons has the re- 
sources to process all the clothing and 
other items that come in for the several 
hundred thousand children they serve. 
The organization works with more than 
100 service partners.

the dropboxes and brought to the Newton facility for 
processing where it’s then distributed to the service 
partners who pass it on to those in need. - 

Henderson said her organization can also work with 
schools where teachers see the children and know who 
comes to class without a coat on in the winter or who 
constantly wears the same two sweaters. A school can 
then put in an order. 

_ When asked why the organization chose Wilming- 
ton, Henderson didn’t give a specific reason except to 
say she’d love to put dropboxes everywhere. She did ac- 
knowledge how COVID-19 made it more difficult to 
place the dropboxes around, but thanked Avalon Bay 
in Wilmington for allowing one on their property (Cra- 
dles to Crayons doesn’t pay to place dropboxes). 

The pandemic also, not surprisingly, caused the 
need to increase, as the executive director noted 1 in 3 
families need their services. Thankfully, though, the 
pandemic also seems to have caused the amount of do- 
nations to increase, as well, Henderson noted. 

In Massachusetts, it’s not just local children who 
need help. The influx of migrant families from the 
southern border, especially to Woburn (which neigh- 
bor’s Wilmington and Winchester), has brought with it 
new challenges such as clothing and feeding migrant 
children. Cradles to Crayons is working with immi- 
grant organizations to support these families. 

“We saw it grow last winter,” Henderson said about 
the increase in migrant families in need of assistance. 

Even though Cradles to Crayons doesn’t take in any 
food donations, Henderson said they work with food 
banks and others to satisfy the needs of the whole 
child. Unfortunately, things might not move fast 
enough for Henderson’s liking, so she said they’re al- 
ways trying to address any issues that arise and get the 
clothing more quickly to families who need it. 

Her organization also provides emergency services. 
In one case, she said 15 families arrived in Massachu- 
setts three weeks ago needing the help of Cradles to 
Crayons and they were able to Provide basic essentials 
within 48 hours. 

The organization will take all children’s clothing up 
to size adult medium, but they’re looking for quality 
garments. Henderson said quality equals dignity, so 
she asked people not to donate anything torn, stained 
or with holes in it. 


“Don’t donate it if you wouldn’t want your child to 


wear it,” the executive director stressed, adding they 
prefer new or gently worn clothing. “We want (these 
children) to look like every other child in school.”

“These are kids helping kids,” 
pointed out. * 

Even though the organization wants children to 
have the necessary essentials, they don’t accept. toys. 
They will provide school supplies, diapers (they’ve do- 
nated 3.5 million throughout the state), backpacks, and 
hygiene kits (though Cradles to Crayons typically pur- 
chases those with any monetary donations they re- 
ceive). Instead, the organization focuses on clothing 
and children’s books.

Henderson said each dropbox is cleaned out once a | 


week or whenever it gets filled. She pointed out how 
one located at Patriot Place (at Gillette Stadium, home 
of the New England Patriots) fills up quicker than 


‘most. 


As for how the organization gets the word out about 
a new dropbox, besides articles like this one, they use 
social media and email blasts. 

“These items truly go to kids who need it,” the exec- 
utive director stressed, adding how Massachusetts has 
the fourth highest homeless rate in the country due in 
part to a high cost of living (though one website, 
www.usafacts.org, lists Massachusetts as number 12 
while the Annual Homeless Assessment Report lists the 
state at number seven). “Many families need clothing, 
food and housing.”

In 2002, she launched Cradles to Crayons in Boston. 
Since the organizations inception, it has grown in Mas- 
sachusetts and beyond, to Philadelphia in 2006, Chicago 
in 2016 and NYC in 2020. 

“Through it all, our mission remains clear: to pro- 
vide children from birth through age 12 with the every- 
day essentials they need to thrive - at home, at school 
and at play. Our overarching vision - a future free of 
childhood poverty - inspires our work every day.”

boomtown astonishing in its pre- 
cision, detail and spirit. 

It may also not surprise any- 
one that Scorsese has taken 
three and a half hours (albeit 
three minutes less than "The 
Irishman" ) to tell his tale. This 
may be a source of debate, but 
it's hard to argue that a story 
this hefty — a chronicle of a dark 
chapter in American history and 
a shocking true crime tale, all 
framed in a fraught love story — 


doesn't deserve the length, con- 


sidering the craft in every shot. 
And with some scenes — a bois- 
terous prairie wedding, or a 
dance on a boomtown main drag 
— you feel you could have stayed 
‘longer still. 
We begin with a late 19th-cen- 
‘tury ceremony, one of many por- 
trayals of Osage spiritual life. 
Then, in a memorable image, 
‘there's a whoosh from under- 
ground: Oil, spurting from land 
that was supposed to be worth- 


less. 

Thanks to this discovery, we 
learn in a terrific prologue using 
silent-movie title cards, the 
Osage become ' enormously 
wealthy. But they're deemed "in- 
competent" and appointed white 
"guardians" who control their as- 
sets. This is how we meet Mollie, 
asking for her own money to pay 
medical bills. 

Meanwhile, Ernest Burkhart 
(DiCaprio) steps off the train, a 
World War I vet with a taste for 
women and finer things, but no 
money, or talent to speak of. Per- 
haps his uncle can help. William 
Hale (De Niro) is a cattle 
rancher but more. like a king 
around these parts — indeed, 
King's his nickname — a. white 
man who speaks the Osage lan- 
guage and calls himself their 
best friend. 

But it's clear from the get-go 
Hale has sinister motives, and 
De Niro's just the guy to ooze 


sinister from every pore as this 
Godfather-like figure (he com- 
mits crimes, and they're organ- 
ized). Scorsese and. co-writer 
Eric Roth depart here from 
Grann's book, which holds us in 
suspense as to Hale's motives. 
He wants Osage money, and tells 
Ernest that if he woos and mar- 
ries Mollie — well, even less- 
than-brilliant Ernest can do the 
math. 

So can Mollie. Trusting but 
hardly naive, she knows Ernest 
covets her wealth, but there's 
growing affection between the 
two, and their marriage, gor- 
geously rendered, is a happy oc- 


‘easion. 


But then the Osage start 
dying, one by one, in suspicious 
ways — including, eventually, 
Mollie's sisters and mother. As 
for Ernest, he's no angel, spend- 
ing time robbing and gambling. 
But is he doing more? DiCaprio's 
mouth settles into a tortured 


frown as he becomes increas- 
ingly torn between marital loy- 
alty and fealty to his venal uncle. 

Finally, federal agent Tom 
White (Jesse Plemons, perfectly 
cast) shows up, working for J. 
Edgar Hoover in what became 
the FBI. (It's White who figured 
most prominently in Grann's 
book, and indeed DiCaprio was 


once slated to play him.) This. 


last act finds its way to a crack- 
ling courtroom scene perhaps 
only Scorsese could bring to- 
gether: jittery DiCaprio and 
menacing De Niro, joined by a 
bombastic Brendan Fraser and a 
sputtering John Lithgow. 

Indeed, the vast supporting 
cast includes countless faces you 
may recognize, as well as 
cameos of a number of musi- 
cians, and dozens of Osage ac- 
tors in key parts. Scorsese's late 
friend Robbie Robertson wrote 
the memorable score. 

We won't spoil the ingenious 


epilogue in which Scorsese ties 
up the loose narrative ends — 
with another significant cameo. 
But the fact that this epilogue 


comes after, oh, 200 minutes of 


expertly sustained tension is just 
another sign that in the latter 
years of his career, Scorsese is 
upping the ante — in terms of 
scale, yes, but also ambition. 

He has called his work an of- 
fering to the Osage, and to other 
Native peoples. It also feels like 
an offering to those who love cin- 
ema, allowing us to watch a mas- 
ter of the craft continue to force 
himself, unlikely as it seems, to 
stretch and learn. May he keep 
stretching — himself, and us.
